This is the true story of the inside work- 
ings of the office of E. J. Arnold & Co. 
told to the Post-Dispatch by a trusted | 
w employe of the company. Her name 
is withheld at her request, because many 
of the employes of the company have their 
hard-earned savings invested with the 
company and have been promised the re- 
turn of their money if they remain loyal to 
its interests. 

“Average daily receipts for the past month 
have been $126,000 a week—$60,000 on Mon- 
day, when the mail was always heavy, and 
$15,000 a day on other days. 

“On Monday of this week the receipts 
were $60,000. Tuesday they were $17,000. 
The mail of Wednesday was not opened. 

“The company employed 72 girls in the 
office and 60 agents on the road. Each 
agent had many sub-agents, but the 
company had no dealings with sub- 
agents. Agents received 10 per cfit com- 
mission. Young women in the office who 
brought in investors received the same 
commission. We were not asked to so- 
licit subscribers, but many of us did so. 
It was an easy way of making money. 

“The lowest salary paid to typewriters 
was $10 a week. That was to young girls 
who were inexperienced. Others received 
$12.50, $15 and $26 a week. 

“For extra time we received $1 an hour! 
When we worked on Sunday we were 
given $5. Each of us was given a pres- 
ent in money at Christmas time.

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Notched Pistol and Scars

‘ “Baldy” Ryan, as John J. Ryan is famil- 
larly known in St. Louis, where he has 
lived for many years, was often before the 
public before he organized his turf invest- 
ment company, which is now being inves- 
ligated by the grandjury. 

liyan has killed his man, and bears the 
scars of a bullet wound inflicted by one of 
his enemies. He seldom ventured abroad 
in the streets of St. Louis without being 
armed. 

Ryan was something of a politician, and, 
with “Cuddy Mack,” John McGillicudy, 
who is now awaiting trial for killing J. 
H. Lahmer, Ryan organig@d a gang that 
was opposed to “Snake’’ Ginney’s follow- 
ers. ‘“‘Cucdy Mack” and Ryan formerly 
owned an Olive street saloon called ‘‘The 
Metropo'e,’’ and later established qa saloon 
at Sixth street and Franklin avenue, which 
was often under the surveillance of the 
police. 

At the South Side track Ryan made books 
in the early nineties, and, according to 
the recollections of frequenters of that 
track, he once ‘‘welched.’’ A horse named 
Valparaiso was a prohibitive favorite. Oth- 
er bookmakers offered 1 to 3, but Ryan, it 
is said, by laying 8 to 1, obtained a large 
sum of money. When Valparaiso won, the 
South Side track management ordered the 
gates locked, but Ryan, it is sad, vaulted 
over the gates and got away without re- 
funding any of the money. The track man- 
agement returned the money that had 
been wagered, but players lost what they 
had won,

A well-known lawyer states that, al- 
though the Legis’ature has appointed a 
commiitee to investigate the turf inves:- 
ment companies, the committee will have 
no legal authority to compel testimony, 
oF the showing of books and vouchers. 

“All the companies are either partner- 
ships between individuals or mere agencies 
that act for persons on private agreement.” 
this lawyer says. “The Legislature would 
have a8 much right to investigate the Sam- 
uel Cupples Woodenware Co. as any of 
these turf investment companies. It may 


‘investigate public institutions, public offi- 


clals, or quasi-pubMec corporations acting 
under state charters, but these investment 
companies are not even quasi-public. Even 
were they Incorporated, they would still 
be private concerns, and, therefore, outside 
of the Legislature’s jurisdiction, if still 
within the pale of the judiciary. It may be 
that testimony will be given voluntary 
before the committee, but I believe all 
lawyers will admit that it cannot be ob- 
tained by legal process umier any power 
given the Legislature.”’ 

“At one time in the history of Arnold & 
Co.,"" a person familiar with the inner 
workings of the company for several 
months, tells the Post-Dispatch, “the sug- 
gestion was made that the authorities and 
the public might be more favorably dis- 
posed toward the company were it to take 
The company 
was advised against such proceedure. It 
was told a certain fixed capital would have 
to be subscribed in cash, and that stock 
would have to be issued to the amount of 
the capital. and would be limited to it and 
expansion would be attended with embar- 
rassing legal formality. 

‘In the event of any stockholder becom- 
ing dissatisfied he could, under the laws 
protecting the minority stockholder in cor- 
porations, enjoin the directors and 
make public through the courts the 
names of. stockholders. It was urged 
that the bubk of the investers 
in the company were persons of respecta- | 
bility, who could not afford to have it 
known that they were making money out 
of horse racing.

Ryan & Co. made a showing of paying 
dividends. The firm’s agsets are estimated 
at less than $900,000, only cash, a stock 
farm at Elkton, Mo., and an interest in 
the Newport, Ky., racing venture being in 
sight. This is to be divided among 30,000 
depositors, who paid over a million dol- 
lars into the office.

The Flat of the Future. 

An enterprising man of the Southwest is 

going to bring to the Bt. Louis Fair a band 
of Pueblo Indians who will build on the 
Fair site one of their old-fashioned com- 
munal dwellings, the strangest houses in 
all America. The Pueblo house is simply 
a great flat. It sometimes shelters as many 
as 3000 Indians, and one floor is above an- 
other and gained from the outside, just 
as flats are arranged in St. Louis today. 
The fact of the matter is that the Pueblo 
house is the flat of the future in St. Louis, 
and it will not be long after the Pueblos 
build at the Fair until other great flats, 
fashioned after their own, will begin rising 
in the city. 

There is no reason why all St. Louis 
should not be one «great flat, reaching, say, 
from the river to the Skinker road and 
from Baden to Carondelet. Millions of peo- 
ple could live in it. Everybody could keep 
out of the winds in winter and away from 
the sun in summer. The street cars could 
run underground, and the other public utill- 
ties could be conventently arranged. The 
great flat could be a half mile high in the 
center and slope down upon the four sides. 
Rents could be fixed according to grade, the 
top flats, of course, commanding the most 
money. In the event of war the city would 
be impregnable, for its defenge would be a 
mere matter of closing the entrances to the 
ground floor and making faces at the ene- 
my from the higher terraces.

|DEADL Y ACID HAS KEPT WILLIAM 
WAND ALIVE FOR SEVEN DA YS. 


98 Out of 100 Cases of Lock- 
jaw Victims Expire in 
Convulsions in Three 
Days. 


For seven days deadly carbolic acid has 
kept alive Fireman William Wand at the 
City Hospital. The poison injected into his 
veins, after a battie of four days, loosed 
his jaws, making the administration of 
nourishment possible, and has scored a par- 
tial, if not a complete, triumph over the 
almost invariably fatal tetanus. 

Victims of Icckjaw, in 98 cases out of 100, 
expire in a series of horrible convulsions 
about the end of the third day or the be- 
ginning of the fourth. 

It is an extremely rare case, where the 
patient lives to the fifth day, and if he 
survives that the case has either been un- 
usually mild, or what is more rare still, a 
cure has been effected. The only other 
possible contingency is death in one of its 
most painful forms. 

William Wand has not only lived three 
days, but passed his fifth, and, according 
to City Hospital physiclans, has a great 
fighting chance for recovery. True, con- 
vulsions occur feveral times in 24 hours, 
and while there are spasms there is always 


extreme danger, but the violence of these 
bave been so diminished by the new treat- 
ment that the majority of them are but 
possns. of one and two minutes’ dura- 
on. 

Dr. W. J. Clark, who is personally hand- 
ling Wand's case, is optimistic regarding 
his patient's condition. 


Every Day He Lives 
Increases His Chances. 

“Every day Wand lives: now increases 
his chance for recovery,’’ he stated Friday, 
“and conditions now certainly warrant our 
hoping for the best. 

“Bince the administration of carbolic acid 
last Sunday the convulsions have been less 


frequent, and in the greater number of the 
cafes less violent. e has some severe 
ores yet, but they seem to be losing some 
of their force, and I hope soon to break 
them altogether. The man’s vitality is 
holding him up well, and despite the severe 
injury to his foot I do not fear a collapse 
unless it is in a ‘convulsion.

Mayhap You Bushwhacked 
With Him in the War 
Days of Missouri.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. ]1*".—One Thom- 
as Sawyer of Texas, through T. J. Gordon 
of this city, wants to find some man who 
knew him in the war days. His story is 
pathetic. 

Sawyer was a member of Capt. McNaugh- 
ton’s Irish Dragoons, Twenty-third Chica- 
go volunteers. This organization became 
Company L of the Fifth Iowa cavalry. 
Sawyer is reported to have deserted in 
October, 1861, at or near Springfield, Mo. 
Also the records at Washington say he is 
Supposed to have been taken prisoner. A 
special examiner’s report says that one 
Confederate soldier, name not given, made 
oath that Sawyer was wounded and taken 
prisoner, but that said witness could not 
be found, and the examiner gave as hia 
opinion that, from the knowledge Sawyer 
had of leading noted bushwhackers and 
guerrfilas who operated in Missouri dur- 
ing the civil war, he believed Sawyer was 
one of them. So stands his record. Shouid 
any one know anything of Thomas Saw- 
yer during those dark days of the civil war 
please write me. 


First Fought 

With Sigel. 
According to Sawyer’s statement, he first 
enlisted in the Home Guards, under Capt. 


Isemniger, and was at’ the battles of 
Carthage and Wilson Creek, Mo. His com- 
mand wes with Sigel tn the Wilson Creek 
fight. After the battle the command went 
to Jefferson City. There he got permis- 
sion to join the Swenty- -third [llinols, and 
afterwards was consolidated into Company 
I, of the Fifth Iowa Cavalry. His memory 
tells him that in October or November. 
1861, he was in a charge at Springfield, Mo., 
and if he remembers right'y was under 
command of Capt. Patrick Norton or Mc- 
Noughton. He can’t get the rame clear in 
his mind. In this charge he was wounded, 
receiving six bu'lets. is horse fell at tne 
same time and was kilied, and lay on his 
leg so he could not get up. Here he was 
captured. He knew some of the men who 
were there and they saved his life. They 
belonged to Capt. Joe Shelbv’s organization. 
Here he names them: Dave Pool, John 
and Jim Hampton and Ben Kidd. Dave Poo! 
being the man who saved his life, knowing 
him and having crossed the plains with him 
reveral times. Sawyer was hastened to Lit- 
tle Rock Ark.. and epent the winter of 
1861 in prison there. He then was removed, 
via Arkede'ph'a, under guard of the Four- 
teenth or Eighteenth Texas, to Tyler, Tex., 
arriving there in the spring of 1862. 


Sentenced to 
Be Shot. 
Sawyer was courtmartialed in the spring 


of 1863 by a Confederate court for being the 
immediate cause of the capture, convic- 
tion and final execution of one Perry Hay 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. He wae found 
ullty and sentenced to be shot within % 
avs. but on further examination it was 
found that he was a prisoner at the time 
of the arrest and execution. Therefore, his 
sentence was reversed, and he was ordered 
to be held a ee during the war, as it 
was known that he was a rabid anti-slav- 
ery advocate, havin belonged to Jim 
Lane's command and John rown's com- 
pany, and had given damaging aid to Jen- 
nison’s Jayhawkers. 

e remained in Tyler prison until Oc- 
tober. 1864, when he made his escape, with 
a number of others, by tunneling out. he 
being the third man out. They had prevt- 
ously made arrangements to seperate by 
twos. His companion, the fourth man out, 
was named Loveless. The second day out 
two flerce bloodhounds attacked them. 
After a terrible encounter they succeeded 
in killing the dogs, but not until they had 
bitten and Incerated their limbs badly 

The onlv clothing they hed on was ‘wanny- 
sacks, pulled over their shoulders, for they 
had seen neither coat, trousé¢rs. shoes or 
hats after they were incarcerated at Tyler. 
They kept a northeast course, as previ- 
ously instructed by an uncle who lived 
six days’ travel in that direction. and who 
had visited Sawver while in prison.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF ST. ‘LOUIS. 

The annual report of the foreign trade of St. Louis 
year 192, prepared by the Latin-American Club, is of 
to every St. Louisan who likes to see the city prosper. 

The export of flour during the year 1902 reached the 
able total of 95,205 barrels, of which 416,86 barrels went to 
Great Britain, 186,807 to the continent of Europe, and 189,501 to 
the West Indies. The export of cotton aggregated 261,376 bales, 
of which the greater part went to BDurope. Japan took 33,110 
bales, China 287. 

The increase in foreign trade has been most marked, how- 
ever, in agricultural implements, iron and hardware, shies, 
machinery, glass, electrical suppiies, etc., mostly to Mexico.

Also it would be his duty to recommend to Congress the neces- 
sity of certain appropriations for his department, such as an 
appropriation of $10,000,000 for the establishment of a national 
‘matrimonial agency for the convenience and instruction of per- 
sons desirous of becoming brides or benedicts; an appropriation 
of, say, $100,000,000 to be loaned at reusonable rates to rasponsible 


: tas. persons who desire to rent flats or dweilings, and who have not 


the price; a fund of perhaps $50,000,000 to be loaned to those who 
have the rent money but cannot get along otherwise, and a still 
further fund of at least $25,000,000 to be expended for baby foods 
and to be distributed under certain conditions as prizes for 
Jarge families.

THE GRANDJURY’S ACTION. 

The prompt action of the giandjury in taking up, as the Post- 
Dispatch has urged, the investigation of the get-rich-quick turf 
investment concerns, which have defrauded thousands of poor 
people, ig gratifying. These concerns and ail gimilar schemes 
for catching the money of the unwary should be thoroughly 
probed to discover 'f there hag been, on the part of their man- 
agers, any criminal conduct in violation of the laws of Missouri. 

The basis of these concerns is pure gambling. There has never 
been any question of that. The most innocent investor cannot 
piead ignorance of ihis fact. The tremendous returns promised 
investors were to be made on the turf. 

The schemes have been operated without molestation from 
either state or federal authorit.es. They have been safeguarded 
from attack and exposure hitherto by the statement that they 
were operated within the laws, and that the nature of théir 
-usiness was known to those who invested, It was merely a 
question of whether they would pull through. Their books 
could not be examined. 

Now, however, that failure has proved the impossibility of 
keeping their promises and the rotienness of the business, the 
authorities should determine if their methods render the man- 
agers liable to criminal prosecution. 

The question to be determined is whether the money puid into 
these companies has been lost on the turf, or one depositor has 
been robbed to pay another, or whether all depositors have been 
robbed to enrich the promoters. 

There must be criminality in the endless chain system of doing 
business. or in the Muisapp.vpiauon of the tunds depositud with 
the companies. 

The legai status of such schemes-and the responsibility of the 
Sharpers who handle them should be settled once for all. if 
there is criminality, relentless prosecution should: follow swift 
upon the discovery of the fact. 

The investigation should at least disclose whather legislation 
is needed for the protection of the community, and if so, what 
«ind of legisiation.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—It was indeed com- 
forting to iearn, in a cable dispatch from 
London, that the price of radium had been 
reduced from $1,000,000 to $900,000 a pound. 
Many had come to the conclusion that 
$1,000,000 for one small pound was rather ex- 
orbitant and were preparing to do with- 
out it. 

An English chemist has made the public 
announcement that he is ready to sel) the 
precious meta] at the rate of 8 shillings a 
milligram, or at the rate of $2,000,000 for 
every two and three-tenth pounds—in other 
words, a kilo. He has made no wholesale 
price chiefly because he has only about one 
hundred milligrams on hand. In the entire 
world there are about two pounds, and the 
chances are that there wil] be an oversup- 
ply before spring.

GERMANY DECLINES TO BUY. 


Why She Will Not Purchase South 


American Warships. 

BERLIN, Feb. 18.—The German navy 
department, after considering the pro- 
posal that Germany purchase the four 
battleships being constructed for Argan- 
tine and Chile in England and Italy, has 
decided not to do so, for two reasons. 
First, because the pores is not 
willing, in view of t present state of 
the imperial finances, to ask the reich- 
stag for the $17,600, 060 required; second, 
because the general staff of the navy dos 
not wieh to incorporate into the German 
navy guns of different calibers, and tur- 
ret machinery and other essential fea-
